Strength In The First Half 

In the 1976 Forecast, we looked 
for economic strength to be “соп- 
centrated èarly in the year, and 
indeed the. most impressive year- 
to-year gain was registered in the 
first quarter. As of now, it appears 
likely that in 1977 the high point 
will occur in the second quarte, 
owing principally to the probable 
extra thrust from strike-hedge 
inventory accumulation in the face 
of big steel labor talks. 

Year-to-year gains are expected. 
in the second half of 1977 over tte 
like 1976 period, but the shape of 
business p: ill be influenc- 
ed by the steel industry's labor 
negotiations. * work 
stoppages could depress produc- 
tion readings for a month or two, 
but even then business activity for 
the second half should be able to 
hold over the prior year. Ad- 
mittedly, however, the advances 
over a year ago will likely be more 
moderate in the second half than 
for-the first two quarters of the 
approaching annum.

Gross National Product 

U.S. gross national product, 
СМР. ~- the value of goods and ser- 
vices produced — in current dollars 
should be able to score an increase 
approximating 1296 over 1976. 
This is not widely at variance from 
the rate of expansion scored by 
GNP in 1976 over 1975. Because of* 
the pattern of year-ago growth 
during 1976 — sizeable margin in 
the first quarter, but disappoint- 
ingly modest gains in the ensuing 
three quarterly periods - the GNP 
in 1977 may well score its widest 
improvement during the second 
quarter. 

In terms of constant dollars (ex 
inflation), the nation's real GNP 
will move ahead at a milder pace. 
The rate of inflation is expected to 
account for about half the GNP in 
current dollars, which means that 
the real GNP may increase by only 
about 696 over the deflated GNP of 
1976. Although such an increment 
may seem moderate, it would 
actually represent a respectable 
annual rise in terms of the eco- 
nomy's historical rate of growth.

Strength From the Private Sector 
А vital feature of the outlook for 
1977 business is the likelihood that 
the bulk of the anticipated up- 
thrust will stem from the private 
sector of the economy. Consumer 
expenditures for personal con- 
sumption should be in the forefront 
of the rise in the GNP. Over much 
of 1976, consumers have been re- 
luctant to buy, but the staff of 
Babson's Reports looks for some 
loosening of purse strings in the 
year ahgad. There should be good 
support from residential construc- 
tion too, especially since multi- 
family units have showed signs of a 
rebound in the latter days of 1976, 
whereas most of the comeback in. 
home building had previously been 
borne by single-family units. 
Spending on services, long in а 
well defined uptrend, should con- 
tinue to move higher. Th-re will be 
increased government spending, 
but this will not bolster demand for 
goods substantially as much of the 
rise in outlays must be allocated 
for wages, climbing prices for sup- 
plies, and debt service. 


Inflation Will Remain Worrisome 

In 1976 some progress was made 
in the task of braking the inflation 
rate. Much. credit must be at- 
corded the food sector, which 
benefited from another bumper 
outturn of agricultural products. In 
the second half of 1976, however, 
prices of industrial commodities 
took a turn upward. Though the 
fever of inflation has been drama- 
tically lowered from the heights of 
1973 and 1974, it has not been 


completely beaten into submission. 
The tempo of inflation during 1977 
is expected to average around 6%, 
showing little change from that of 
1976. While there is still consider- 
able under-utilized productive ca- 
pacity to militate against a sharp 
resurgence of inflation, a down- 
ward tendency in food prices will 
not be notable in the year ahead. 
Furthermore, increases in wages 
and operating expenses. will be 
relfected in price mark-ups, tem- 
pered only by the limiting factor of 


competition. Hence, in public psy-+ 


chology, inflation will undoubtedly 
continue to be a dark threat. Such 
concern could become greatly ag- 
gravated if government spending 
and expansion of the money supply 
should be emphasized in an effort 
to solve the serious unemployment 
problem. 


Industrial Production 

During much of 1976, industrial 
output trended upward. But some 
hesitancy was seen in the late 
summer and early fall due in part 
to the auto strike and the de- 
celeration in the economy. The 
pause in the recovery of industrial 
activity, however, should be sup- 
planted by renewed vitality during 
the first six months of 1977. The 
outcome of labor talks in the steel 
industry and the magnitude of 
strike-hedge inventory accumula-

strike. On the other hand, if a 
walkout were brief or entirely 
averted industrial production 
should Ье well maintained, al. 
though upward momentum would 
probably be checked until stock- 
piles were digested. 

For much of 1976, year-to-year 
monthly comparisons of industrial 
production showed ^ substantial 
margins of gain over 1975 simply 
because,the early portion of 1975 
saw industrial output in a sharp 
slump. While the . ‘remaining 
months enjoyed a rebound, pro- 
duction rates were still well below 
the 1973-74- peak range. Year-ago 
comparisons in 1977 will reveal 
more limited gains, but the net 
result for the full year should be ah 
increase of about 496 over 1976. 
This will not match the expected 
climb in the real GNP because the 
production index does not include 
services — and make-work pro- 
grams to reduce the jobless ranks 
will doubtless emphasize service- 
type employment. Still, industrial 
production will move into new high 
ground, at least during the first 
half of the new yéar. Among the 
stronger lines should be autos and. 
trucks, moter vehicle parts, (both

We anticipate 
another good increase in 1977, but 
the tempo of advance will. doubt- 
less be considerably slower than 
that pf 1976. On the strength of the

deterrents to large-scale specula- 
tive building, it is unlikely that 
1977 can reach the two-million- 
units mark for the year as a whole.

Employment — Personal Income 
—Wages 

1977 prospects for employment 
and personal income favor new 
record levels for both of these vital 
economic sectors. Employment in 
manufacturing and services should 
be augmented by a quickening in 
the building field which has been 
lackluster over the past two years. 
The average factory work week 
should lengthen somewhat. Thus, 
with improvement in wage rates 
and salaries, the outlook for -per- 
sonal income in 1977 is for a climb 
of some 12%. Transfer payments 
and investment income should also 
provide some uplift. But net after 
taxes will not rise commensurately 
with gross personal income. Also, 
unemployment will remain a sticky 
problem, around 7% 


Consumer and Government 
Spending 

Total consumer spending is ex- 
pected to rule stronger in 1977 
than was the case in 1976. While 
this will be due in part to higher 
prices,/the unit volume of pur- 
chasing should also be up by & 
comfortable margin. Increased em- 
ployment and rising income levels 
will make public confidence more 
positive. Consumers, however, are 
extremely sensitive to the threat 
of inflation, and rising prices could 
bring about spells of resistance. 

Public expenditures at all levels 
of government will increase in 
1977, a result of both inflation and 
a plethora of assistance and social 
programs. State arid local govern- 
ments will be forced to make some 
trade-offs because of budget and 
debt ueezes, plus mounting

Mrs. Waters also said she felt 
there.should be a fireman on duty 
24 hours a day to give a quicker 
response to calls. 

ire Chief James McRae and 
Firefighter Wilie Buford respond- 
ed that there is no place for them 
to stay 24 hours а day at the city 
hall and they feel it is unreasonable 
to ask them to spend 12 hours а 
day at the City Police Station, the 
only facilities they say is available. 

The two-men, who are employed 
by the city but whose salaries are 
paid with CETA Manpower funds, 
were recently embroiled in a 
controversy concerning their prac- 
tice of driving the city's fire engine 
home with them. 

They claimed the practice gave 
them a quicker response to fire 
calls and also gave them time 
d»ring daylight hours to maintain 
the engine. 

After several citizen's com- 
plaints, however, the city commis- 
sioners directéd them to stop the 


‚ practice and to leave the engine in 


its stall at city hall. 

Thetwo men, by direction of the 
commission, 
eight-hour shifts with McRae tak- 
ing the'4 p.m. to midnight shifts 
while Buford taking the midnight 
to 8 a.m. shift. There has been no 
one on duty during daylight hours. 

McRae and Buford have com- 
plained before that these hours 
leave no time to perform -the 
normal maintenance on the truck 
or take care of routine paper work. 
The reiterated their complaints 
Tuesday night and said that all 
department paperwork has been 
moved to'their home since an office 
they had been provided at city hall 
was given to Utilities Director 
Lomax Harrell Jr. 

Tanner responded Tuesday af- 
ter the regular meeting by chaning 
work hours effective Wednesday 
morning. He said one would begin 
working the 4-12 shift while the 
other would begin working the 
hours between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

The mayor said this would give 
them, time during noi office 
hours to perform routine mainte- 
nance ehores on the fire engine, 
make regular checks of the city's 
fire hydrants and water mains as 
well as canals, ditches and other 
sources of water, keep a running 
check on the accessibility of streets 
(during ongoing construction) and 
do ther paperwork. 

Tanner also promised he would 
try to arrange for office space to be 
made available at the city hall.

The cow herd is expected to 
further decline into the new year 
and the cow numbers may not 
begin to increase again until after 
January 1. 

Feeder cattle supplies have 
begun to reflect the cow herd 
decrease. There were four percent. 
fewer feeders on Octobe 1 than a 
year earlier. As calves show up іп" 
yearling numbers in 1977, these 
also may be lower than year- 
earlier levels. These reduced num- 
bers set the stage for increased 
cattle prices in late 1977 and 
beyond. 

И the market progresses as 
anticipated, and if there is not a 
serious drought in 1977, the trend 
to keep more heifers as herd 
replacements (breeding cattle) will 
begin. This will further tighten 
feeder cattle supplies for a while 
until their progeny became mar- 
ketable.

Here in this area there are lots 
of new homeowners who, upon 
buying a home, are faced with a 
decision as to what types of trees 
and shrubs are best to provide 
Screening and shade. There are 
literally dozens of types of trees 
that are used as shade trees but 
there are a few that are better 
adapted and generally cause less 
headaches to the homeowner. 

Foremost among these would be 
the black olive. 
shade tree is native and so you 
know that it is well adapted to our 
various local conditions. Black 
olives grow to about 50 feet, have a 
typical rounded canopy of small 
evergreen foliage, and grow well 
near salt water. Trees are not 
extremely fast growing and growth 
rates of four to five feet a year are 
about average. The root system of 
this tree is not a problem to 
driveways, walks or water lines 
and it can be used fairly close to , 
buildings. It is quite wind 
resistant and does not break up 
except during:very extreme wind 
conditions such as hurricanes. 

The mahogany is another very 
excellent native shade tree and 
this also grows to about 50 feet. 
Mahogany is not as fast growing as 
black olive, growing from three to 
five feet a year, but it has a very 
attractive, rounded canopy and is 
subject to few problems. They find 
wide usagé as shade trees for 
landscapes and also are widely 
used in parks, malls and median 
strips plantings. The mahogany 
tree does lose its foliage in the 
spring but it is only bare for about 
two weeks so it is not considered a 
deciduous tree and the leaves do 
not create a serious mess. 

The live oak is another excellent 
shade tree that i$ probably not as 
widely used as many others be 
cause of its notorious slow growth. 
In recent years there have been 
faster growing varieties developed 
the "Heritage" live oak is one’ of 
the more popular ones. This 
rapidly growing variety is almost 
as quick a grower as the ficus and 
produces a beautiful shade tree in 
a relatively short time.

Without 
this grounding in the love of God, no government or society or way of life will long 
persevere ond the freedoms which we hold so deor will inevifobly perish, Therefore, even 
from a selfish point of view, onh should support the Church for the soke of the wellore 
of himself ond his family. Beyond that, however, every person should uphold ond por. 
ticipate in the Church becouse it tells the truth about man’s life, death and destiny; the 
Aruth which alone will set him free to live os о child of God. 
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
